Richard Picker has forwarded to us for our opinion 
a copper plate for the face of a December 7,1775 Massachusetts 
Bay 1*2 shilling note. 

From information available here I am pleased to give 
you some thoughts as to whether it is genuine or counterfeit. 

Yhe first issue of the 1*2 shilling denomination was 
the issue of Dec.7,1775 but the plates were subsequently altered 
to Sept. 17, 1776 and then to Hov. 17,1776. Since this plate has 
the original date this would indicate it was a counterfeit. 

Paul Revere* s original plates for this issue are not 
among the plates at the Boston, Mass. State House Archives, except 
i or the backs. The backs are on a plate of eight backs but have 
been mutilated particularly at the date and the denomination. The 
backs are on an old Revere plate of the Landing of th* British 
troops at Boston in 1768, since he used the reverses of old engravings 
for some money plates. The only oonolusion to be drawn from the 
foregoing is that a single plate was not used ,but the item in 
question could have been cut out of a larger plate. 

In the collection of Harvard University there is a 
counterfeit note of the same issue and denomination as the plate 
in question • This should be compared to an impression from the 
plate to see if they are identical. I believe they are as my notation 
shows that the Harvard piece la marked counterfeit. 

, York Public Library Collection there is 

a L2 shilling of Nov. 17, 1776 • This has to be genuine and should 
be compared with the questionable plate, as to detail other thandate. 

i*here are many differences between the plate and other 
nates but an easy comparison basis is the word COMMITTEE whare 
the basesof the first two letters are high and the base of the 
first t much higher than the second t • 

There is always a danger that there can be more than 
one variety of counterfeit. 

** was common to counterfeit the second highest denora- 
ination of a series, as people were auoh more cautious about the 
highest denomination which in this case would be 1*8 shillings, 

I hope that the above information is helpful .The plate 
is retur ed herewith.

As you probably know it is our intention to reorganize our 
extensive paper money collection which has been in sad shape for many 
years. We have looked at the sytem being used by the Money Museum 
of the Chase Manhattan Bank which we find would be suitable for our 
collection. 

As an example, we would place the Colonial paper money in 
transparent plastic envelopes - the size of 5 X 8 which would allow that 
most of the foreign paper money be housed in the same way. We would 
divide the collection into states and then subdivide them into dates of 
issue. 


We would purchase a filing cabinet which would hold about 20 
drawers in which we would place these envelopes. The question arises 
whether we should put identical notes in one or in separate envelopes. 

We thought we should affix to the outside a gummed label giving a short 
descriptive text. 

My firfet thought was to have the notes in large size albums 
containing transparent holders so that the notes can be seen from either 
side by paging through the album. However, since our collection is so 
large I feel that such an arrangement would become increasingly cumbersome. 
I do know that the Chas e Manhattan Bank discarded this system a few years 
ago. 

I would appreciate it if you would let me have your comments and 
also in what ways the suggested system could be improved upon. I am 
curious to learn how you keep your inventory of paper money.

With respect to your inquiry regarding the mounting of paper 


money, I think that clear plastic envelopes approximately 5" x 8" are 
the best. They can be stood up in a file drawer. Where the item is 
larger, you should put in an equal size card indicating that the 
item is in an oversize file where you could have sheets and oversize 

pieces in a larger plastic envelope. 


While I agree you should divide them into States, I do not 


think dividing them info dates of issue is correct except for the 
Colonials and the money issued by a specific country. Where banks are 
involved or scrip is involved they should be alphabetical, in my opinion. 
Some people divide them geographically but I think that is not as 
advantageous as alphabetical. 

You ask whether you should put identical notes in one or 
separate envelopes. If you have identical notes, I think you should 
put them in x duplicate group and make them available for disposition. 
Some kind of a label on the plastic envelope giving a description of 
the item might be helpful although you could also put a card in front 
of a group and list the items in the group. 


While I have all my paper money in plastic envelopes 5-1/4" X 


8-1/4" in small loose leaf albums, the use of large loose leaf albums 
is completely impractical and I believe for your purpose the use of 
a small loose leaf album is impractical. 


I certainly would like to see a sample of the envelope you 


order before you order it. I have had a lot of experience in having 
folded plastic envelopes made. 

For American paper money a 4" wide instead of a 5" wide is 
adequate but for foreign paper money a larger size is probably better.

Many thanks for your explicit letter of September 27th. The 
ideas you developed are practically the same which we discussed and 
plan to adopt. The only difference is that we did not think that the 
plastic envelopes have to be as high as 5 inches. We had thought that 
the 4X8 size would be sufficient. 

Please let me know whether I should order the 5X8 size or 
be satisfied with the smaller 4X8 size. In any event, I shall mail you a 
sample of the plastic envelopes which we plan to use as soon as I can 
get a quotation and samples from the factory in Mass. 

We intend to label the individual envelopes with a short note 
pertaining to the contents and we will also subdivide our holdings by 
inserting stiff filing cards. 

I notice in your final paragraph you say that American paper 
money would be well housed in 4X8 envelopes. I think that we should order 
only a smaller quantity of the 5X8 for the foreign notes in our collection. 

I shall discuss this whole matter with you further on your 
next visit to the Society.

Dear Henry, 

There may be very little difference in price between 
4x8 and 5x8 envelopes. With 5x8 you can attach a label which 
does not interfere with the view of the paper money itself. With 
4x8 your label might interfere. With some 5x8 and some 4x8 in 
the same file you run into trouble. 

However, if there is a substantial price differential 
then the decision is up to you. 

The most important thing is how the folds will be made 
and what thickness of material is used. I use .0075 material^ 
because I have them in loose leaf books. You may need only .005 

I would make a natural fold along the 8" side and the 
flap folds along the 4" or 5" side. The flap folds stiffen the 
envelopes and should be at least 1/4" wide and perhaps 3/8". 

If there is going to be any heat sealing, be sure to 
check on the material, first. 

I will be glad to discuss this with you further .
